A movement to draft Mayor Al- 
oys P. Kaufmann as the Repub- 
lican nominee to succeed him- 
self has been started by a group 
of Republican business men, union 
leaders and financial backers of 
the party, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

George W. Hartman, chairman 
of the Republican City Committee, 
said that he had been approached 
by members of the group to dis- 
cuss the movement, but declined 
at this time to name any of them. 
A committee will be named to call 
on the Mayor and urge him to re- 
consider his decision not to seek 
re-election, Hartman said. 

Mayor Kaufmann is in New 
York this week attending a meet- 


ing of the Legislative and Advis- | 


ory Committee of the United 
States Conference of Mayors and 
is expected to return to St. Louis 
next Monday. He is chairman of 
the committee. 
Reasons for Draft. 

“Those members of the group 
who approached me,” Hartman 
said, “told me they feel that the 
Mayor should seek re-election be- 
cause he has started many proj- 
ects for the betterment of the 


. city and they believe that he 


should ‘see them through.’” 

Hartman said that the group ex- 
pressed belief that Mayor Kauf- 
mann would be the strongest can- 
didate the Republican party could 
select because “they feel that he 
has been fair with both business 
and labor.” 

Hartman emphasized that the 
movement to draft Mayor Kauf- 
mann originated outside the ranks 
of the Republican City Committee. 

J am sure that a large majority 
of the city committee would go 
along with the Mayor,” he said, 
“but they feel that a movement 
such as this should not originate 
within the committee.”

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 19 (AP)

manufacturers were found guilty 
today of violating the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act. 

United States District Judge 
Phillip Forman handed down a 
313-page opinion holding that Gen-

The latter two have announced 
they definitely will not be candi- 
dates. Buder has said he did not 
expect to be a candidate.

States,” Forman said. 

The other companies named in 
the decision were International 
General Electric Co., Inc. Westing- 
house Electric & Manufacturing 
Co,, Corning Glass Works, N. V. 
Philips’ Gloeilampenfabriken, Con- 
solidated Electric Lamp Co., Hy- 
grade Sylvania Corp., Chicago Min- 
iature Lamp Works and Tung-Sol 
Lamp Works. 

Forman said all but Corning and 
Westinghouse actually violated the 
anti-trust laws, while those two 
concerns were bound by consent 
decrees, 

Forman told reporters his deci- 
sion carried with it no monetary 
penalties. The Government has 
been asked, he said, to file re- 
quests for the specific relief it 
wants. 4 

As a rule, this relief involves in- 
junctions prohibiting the com- 
panies from continuing their illegal 
practices and orders forcing the 
companies to abrogate illegal con- 
tracts. However, the- opinion 
pointed out that “many of the 
practices which are adjudged to 
be violative of the law have been 
discontinued.”

Ferguson, chairman of the Mis- 
souri Float Committee, a special 
body set up to handle arrange- 
ments for the state float in the 
parade tomorrow.

There Are Million 
Americans Who Can 
Do Better Job Than He. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 (UP)— 
On the eve of his inauguration, 
President Truman said today 
there probably are 1,000,000 Ameri- 
cans who could do his job better 
than he. But, he said, he has the 
job now and he is going to do it. 

To guests at a luncheon in his 
honor, Truman described himself 


as “an ordinary human being, who 
has been lucky or unlucky, ace | 
cording to how you look at it.” 

The luncheon was another in a 
round of celebrations in his hon- 
or. It was given by the Finance 
Committee of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. | 

Truman told the party leaders 
that their job did not end with 
the election victory. 

“Now you've got to help the 
party implement that program for 
which we stand,” he said. 

“I've always said there are 
1,000,000 men ‘who can do my job 
as well as or better than I can. 
But I have the job to do and Tm 
going to do it.” 

Truman said the election could 
not have been won without the 
help of finance committee workers 
who raise the funds necessary to 
buy radio time and to pay the 
President’s campaign expenses, 

“There were times in the cam- 


strapped,” he recalled. “We 
couldn't buy radio time. We 
couldn’t even pay for transporta- 
tion to get the President from one 
end of the country to the other in 
hig campaign.” 

Thanks to the fund-raisers, he 
said, “we were able to overcome 
this and to tell the people of the 
United States what the issues 
really were.” 

The President made the state- 
ment when Chairman Louis John- 
son informed him that the com- 
mittee, having completed its cam- 
paign mission, was resigning. 

“That’s what you think,” Tru- 
man said.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 (AP)— 
A drop of slightly more than 
5 per cent in the retail cost of 
the family “market basket” of 
farm products in the last six 
months was reported by the De- 
partment of Agriculture today. 

By “market basket” the depart- 
ment means an amount of farm 
food products equal to the aver- 
age annual purchases by a family 
of three average consumers in 
the 1935-39 period. 

The average retail cost of a 
year’s supply of these products 
for such a family was $708 last

Awaiting FBI Report. 

Hopkins awaited a report from

Comptroller Louis Nolte. | 

Receipts for the first three quar- 
ters of the year which ends on 
April 11 totaled $24,781,000 as com- 
pared to receipts of $23,190,000 
during the same period of the 
1947-48 fiscal year. 

During the two periods; expendi- 
tures from the municipal revenue 
funds were $25,996,000 and $23,173,- 
000 respectively, Nolte reported. 

The deficit in the municipal 
revenue account, which stood at 
$1,470,000 at the start of the fiscal 
year, had increased to $2,904,000 by 
the end of the three-quarter period 
on Jan. 10, the comptroller said. 

Despite the widening spread be- 
tween income and expenditures, 
disbursements were not as great as 
were budgeted. Disbursements 
during the period amounted to 72 
per cent of the budgeted amount 
for the year, Nolte said, while 
normal spending would account for 
75 per cent during the period. 

Increased revenue was.accounted 
for chiefly by increased collections 
from the following sources: Prop- 
erty taxes, $1,240,000 increase; cig- 
arette taxes, $238,000; manufac- 
turers’ taxes, $182,000; merchants’ 
taxes, $96,000; and theater admis- 
sion taxes, $340,000. 

Two of these, the increase in the 
cigarette tax from 2 cents to 3 
cents per package and the theater 
admission tax, have since been 
repealed. The new city earnings 
tax of % of one per cent has been 
in effect since September but the 
first return is not due until late 
this month, The earnings tax is 
expected to produce about $7,500,- 
000 annually.

LANDLORD ORDERED | 
TO CUT RENT, REPAY | 
RISE THREEFOLD 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19 (UP)—A 
landlord, convicted of decreasing 
services to tenants in an 4l-story 
apartment building, was under 
orders today to reduce their rent 
by 15 per cent and refund them 
three times the amount of rent 
increases collected since Aug. 1. 

The decision was handed down 
by New York County Supreme 
Court Justice Carroll G. Walter 
against the Cinema Francais, Inc., 
owner of the bui'dir~. 

The tenants, including such per- 
sons as Kermit Bloomgarden, the- 
atrical producer; Inez Robb, 
‘writer; Elliott Carter, composer, 
and Dr. Jesse W. Stitt, pastor of 
the Village Presbyterian Church, 
charged that the reduced services 
amounted to “partial eviction.” 

Bi The national rent- law provides 

for payment of “treble damages” 
to tenants if “partial eviction” is 
caused by gross negligence of the 
landlord. 


The tenants said they agreed to 
a voluntary 15 per cent ient in- 
@rease around July 1, 1948, with 
the understanding that services 
would be continued, Instead, the 
management installed an automat- 
jc elevator, smaller than the old 
operator-manned lift, and permit- 
ted the premises to become “de- 
teriorated, unclean and unsafe,“ 
the tenants charged. 

The judge abolished the rent in- 
crease and ordered a triple refund.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 (AP)—

OUTH ST. LOUIS voters of 
8 German descent swinging from 
a former Republican affilia- 
tion to vote the Democratic na- 
tional ticket last November, fur- 
nished “the most sensational of 
the many upsets which snowballed 
into the Truman miracle,” an in- 
vestigator writes in today’s issue 
of the Saturday Evenings Post. 

Similar desertion of the G.O.P. 
by citizens of Germanic anteced- 
ents in Ohio, Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin and Iowa is cited by Samuel 
Lubell, who rang doorbells in the 
voting centers of 12 states to an- 
ewer the question, “Who Really 
Elected Truman?’ 

“South St. Louis,” the inquirer 
reports, “long has been regarded 
as an unfailing source of good 
beer and equally copious draughts 
of Republican votes. In the face 
of Roosevelt victories, it returned 
Walter C. Ploeser to Congress 
four times. In 1948, Ploeser was 
defeated. Precincts which Dewey 
carried against Roosevelt in 1944 
fell to Truman.” 

(Note — Ploeser carried the 
South and West St. Louis portion 
of his district in 1942 and 1946. In 
1940 and again in 1944 he ran 
behind the tic nominee in 
the city, was elected by the 
heavy Republican vote of the St. 

Lou county part ot the dis- 
trict. Last November. for the first 
time, Ploeser — sa the ae as 
well as the city section.

Uestion of Emergency Methods. 
The United States would find it 
difficult, if not impossible, to sup- 
port an outright Fascist regime 
or a military dictatorship, Athens 
is being told: but maybe Greece 
could do without some of the 
luxuries of the normal, peace- 
and-plenty type of party manet- 
vering. The United States thinks 
the Greeks face an emergency 
and would be well advised to 
adopt emergency methods for 
dealing with it. 

In, Palestine, the United States 
is concentrating on stopping the 
Arab-Jewish fighting. 

The Soviet Union is trying to 
do exactly the opposite in the 
Holy Land, as elsewhere. It is 
trying to intensify the war, pro- 
long it and spread it to new areas. 
Moscow may yet succeed, since it 
is easier to start a fire than to 
put it out. The Soviet Union 
could win in Greece if the United 
States should cut off its support 
of thé Greek Government. 

Washington takes a more opti- 
mistic view of the situation in 
Turkey. The weekend Cabinet 
change in Ankara is understood 
here as the result of differences 
over internal tax questions, and 
Turkish foreign policy was not 
in question. Most of the members 
of the old Cabinet have the same 
posts in the new one, including 
Foreign Minister Necmeddin Sa- 
dak. Under Sadak and the new 
Prime Minister, Semsettin Gunal- 
tax, Turkey will be just as firm 
and just as friendly as before, 
Washington thinks.

When the police officer called at our 
hospital, our night supervisor immedi- 
ately called a surgeon who rushed to 
the scene of the accident, only to find 
that another physician had given Mr. 

emergency treatment. Only 25 
minutes’ time elapsed between the time 
the doctor left his home and returned. 
so it would seem that he lost no time in 
answering the call. 

In the meantime, our night supervisor, 
Who understood that the patient might 

be brought to our hospital, summoned 
our surgical resident and an anesthetist, 
both of whom responded at once and 
were here in readiness to take care of 
the patient immediately upon his arrival 
at the hospital. She procured plasma 
and other supplies and equipment that 

might be needed, so that not a minute's 
time would be lost in caring for the pa- 
tient. 

The patient was not brought to our 
hospital nor was the member of our staff

Design for a New MVA 
A good deal of the Missouri Valley's future 

may depend on the kind of MVA bill that is pro- 
duced by Senator Murray's advisers, who are 
now at work on it. 

What can they do that will bring out all the 
support MVA should have and must have? 

They can question every grant of authority 
before writing it into the bill, and if it is not 
actually necessary they can leave it out. The 
powers that are put into the bill should be de- 
fined as specifically as possible. Vagueness and 
overbroad terms will only repel support. 

They can make it clear that the Missouri Val- 
ley Administration is not going to supplant ex- 
isting agencies but will afford a means of bring- 
ing them together in a single unified effort. 
That's the way TVA works. One of its guiding 
principles has been to work through existing 
agencies. MVA, like TVA, should build its own 
dams, instead of letting them out to contract as 
the Army Engineers do, for it has proved to be 
a far more economical method. 

But in the Tennessee Valley the Army En- 
gineers operate the navigation locks, and the 
Agricultural Extension Service of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture handles the soil program. 
In the Missouri Valley, the Soil Conservation 
Service also should tie in with the work of 
MVA, the Reclamation Bureau should be inte- 
grated into the program to supervise irrigation, 
and the Forest Service, the Fish and Wildlife 
Service, and other disconnected agencies should 
be connected into one coherent whole. 

The provisions of the bill concerning water 
rights ought to assure the holders of those rights 
that they will be no more disturbed by MVA 
than by Pick-Sloan. If litigation should arise, 
they want to be sure that their rights are judged 
by people who know the importance of water 
rights to the subhumid West and who are sympa- 
thetic to the western viewpoint. This matter is 
an absolute essential. The water right owner 
has got to be convinced that he would get a bet- 
ter deal under MVA than under Pick-Sloan. 

States’ participation has been another guiding 
principle of TVA, to a much greater extent than 
that afforded under Pick-Sloan. It has also 
been a part of the MVA bills. In the new MVA 
bill the maximum possible participation by state 
governments should be spelled out. 

This valley is a big valley, and its problems 
are big problems, We-have always held that it 
was going to take hard work and long work to 
solve those problems. That is true from the 
very starting point—the bill for an MVA. With 
the experience of three drafts behind them, with 
many discussions pro and con by many people 
as their guide, the drafters of the new MVA bill 
ought to be able to draw up a measure that will 
command the confidence, the respect and the 
support of all who want the Missouri Valley to 
achieve the whole promise of its future.

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Immortal Ponzi 


The fabulous Ponzi, who had Boston police- 
men’ touting for his get-rich-quick scheme of 
1920, is dead. The man who swindled some 
$15,000,000 from gullible Americans on a prom- 
ise to increase their money 50 per cent in 45 
days, drew his last breath a pauper, a relic of 
himself and of the strange age in American af- 
fairs which he represented. 

The happy-go-lucky 1920s, the gospel that Big- 
ger is Better, are deader than last year's song 
hit. Today there are things like the SEC to 
stop stock-watering and bucket-shopping.. No 
doubt's today’s citizen is a bit more canny about 
resisting Charles Ponzi’s particular kind of bait. 

It is not time just yet, however, for the late 
1940s to preen themselves on their ability to re- 
sist the lure of something for nothing. The 
policy game still has adherents. Millions of peo- 
ple shake hands with the one-armed bandits, 
though everyone must have been told by now 
that the odds are long against him. Out on the 
West Coast a new variation of the old chain let- 
ter stunt is driving the authorities wild. Ore- 
gonians voted two months ago for an old-age 
pension scheme which would eat up everything 
their state takes in for all its tasks. 

And, to find an instance really close to home, 

a good many St. Louisans gave their money to 
an Illinois farmer and an automobile dealer who 
outdid Ponzi—while it lasted—by promising 
prompt deliveries of automobiles at list price. 
- So Ponzi is dead, but he will live again and 
again in other incarnations, For the Ponzis cater 
to a deep-rooted cupidity that spares few of 
mankind, and if human nature changes over the 
years, it is exceeding slow. 
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To increase his profits, a New Orleans land- 
lord subdivided four small apartments into 24. 
He evidently felt that his tenants were as little 


as he was. .

A Never-Ending Task 

There is a tendency to regard the President as 
the leader in the sliaping of national policies 
and to forget that his role as supervisor of the 
everyday work of the governmental establish- 
ment. The President has become more and 
more, in Grover Cleveland's words, “the tribune 
of the people.” But he has not been relieved of 
his executive and administrative duties. 

President. Truman, in effect, reminded Con- 
gress of this when he asked for permanent pow- 
ers to reorganize the governmental establish- 


‘ment. This is a request which should be granted 


because, as he pointed out, “the improvement 
of the organization of the government is a con- 
tinuing and never-ending process. As new 
programs are established and old programs 
change in character and scope to meet the needs 
of the nation, the organization of the executive 
branch must be adjusted to fit its changing 
tasks.“ 

Congress did grant the President limited pow- 
ers of reorganization in 1939 and again in 1945. 
Improvements. such as the unification of the 
armed services were accomplished under these 
grants of power. But they were of too brief 
duration to make all needed changes. The 
Hoover Commission, for example, has pointed 
out dozens of opportunities for increased ef- 
ficiency and economy. The President should al- 
ways have the authority to make changes—with 
the consent of Congress—which mean better 
or more economical service for the taxpayer. 

As Mr. Truman said, this power should not be 
limited in advance. “The proper protection 
against the possibility of unwise reorganization 
lies,” he saidy “not in the statutory exemption 
from the reorganization plan procedure, but in 
the authority of Congress to reject any such 
plan by simple majority vote of both houses.” 

Under the pressure of the times, the ma- 
chinery for transacting the public's business has 
grown quite vast. Departments and bureaus 


have grown apace. So also have come more and . 


more opportunities for the accumulation of ex- 
pensive cobwebs. The President should have 
the power to sweep these out as fast as they 
form. His hands should not be tied when it 
comes to keeping the governmental machinery 
as efficient as possible. 
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Blueprint for a Happy Bridge 

The Dalai Lama of Tibet is in the market for 
an iron bridge. He wants it, he explains, “to 
make my people happy.“ Surely the specifica- 
tions of the Lama's bridge of happiness cannot 
be any of the ordinary kind. 

Perhaps it should be a bridge to the moon, 
which Thoreau said youth proposes building. 
Or maybe it should span the chasm between the 
false and true, mentioned by Browning. Or just 
possibly it should be the arch which Henry 
Adams said all experience was. 

Pretty obviously it can’t be the usual run of 
iron bridges that advance the traveler a few 
hundred yards farther, but not necessarily either 
happier or sadder, toward Kansas City, or 
Tashigong. 
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More Mechanization for the Mines? 

Shaggy old John L. Lewis, iron-fisted dictator 
of the coal miners’ union, long said that mech- 
anization of the mines is imperative. And he 
has seen to it that his miners have got their 
share as the output per man-hour has gone up. 
Already operators are saying that Lewis is going 
to demand a six-hour day after his contract runs 
out in June.. Perhaps he has taken note of the 
stories that have been appearing lately about 
new mechanical equipment for mining coal. 

Several types of digger-loaders have been in 
the news. The Joy Manufacturing Co. of Pitts- 
burgh has four such machines in use and orders 
for 300. Resembling hammered down tanks, they 
are reputed capable of producing and loading 
100 tons per day as compared to the miners’ 
average of six. Theoretically; they could put 
475,000 of the 500,000 miners out of work and 
yet multiply the year’s output by 20. If so, the 
effect would be more devastating than that of 
juke boxes and radios on Petrillo’s musicians’ 
union, the potential effect that painters foresee 
in sprayguns, or the impact of mechanical cot- 
tonpickers on the economy of the South. 

It is too bad that new mechanical methods of 
digging coal have been so slow in coming. It 
has long been a technological reproach to this 
inventive nation that 500,000 men should have 
to grope underground like moles, constantly 
risking life and limb in this most unpleasant of 
occupations. The quicker the digger-loaders 
take over, the better off humanity will be.

Pressure on Scandinavia Is Unwise 


OULD not the State Department reconsider the position taken last

Warlike Move. 


Let us be frank with ourselves 
about this since the meaning of 
these words is fully understood in 
‘Moscow. Collective defense ar- 
rangements do not mean only the 
signing of the pact and then the 
furnishing of American arms to 
Norway and Denmark. They mean 
also the development of Anglo- 
American sea and air installations 
in Scandinavia. 

The strategic advantages to the 
West in case of war are evident. 
But what we have to consider, be- 


fore we insist upon them, is what 
Russia can do, and is likely to do, 
in the périod—inevitably a mat- 
ter of some years—before the 
western alliance is a military real- 
ity, and not merely a plan, 4 
pledge and a hope. 

It is difficult to suppose that 
Russia will do nothing, once the

A new program now on WJZ in New 
York—it may extend to the full A. B. C. network 
some day—is “Family Closeup,” which is pre- 
sented jointly by the station and the Jewish 
Family Service in order to acquaint the public 
with the sort of counseling service available in

THESE LITTLE DRAMAS, taken from ac- 
tual case histories, start at the end, the break-up 
point in a family relationship, and proceed back- 
ward to the beginning where the break-up start- 
ed. A married couple, let's say, on the verge of 
divorce. Their conflicts are traced by flashbacks 
under the gentle pressure of a family counselor 
clear back to childhood resentments. Because 
these are real people, the sources of conflict are 
frequently unexpected — the indifference of a 
mother to her 13-year-old son, for example, being 
trateable to the indifference of the father to the 


mother.

PEOPLE IN STRESS are not usually pleasant 
people and the characters in these dramas are 
no exception. In fact, they're about as unpleas- 
ant a set of people as I can remember, one small 
boy taking first prize in this respect as the most 
insufferable little brat in my experience. Still, 
because they’re real people, you're likely to find 
@ little of yourself (at your worst) in there too. 
At the end of each story, it is emphasized that 
there is no miraculous cure-all for family emo- 
tional] problems, that the family counseling serv- 
ice can only effect a beginning, that there is 
still hard work and heartbreak ahead. It’s a 
candid series and, even if these are not your 
problems, they'll teach you a lot about people in 


general.

It’s a 
thoroughly nasty story and one that can’t be 
handled with kid gloves But this particular 
drama succeeded in proving only that divorce is 
a rough business on every one concerned no mat- 
ter what the law is. The sex angles, which could 
hardly be avoided in any study of New York di- 
vorce where adultery is the only ground, was 
as vivid and startling as anything I've ever heard 
along these lines on the air. 

But, while the shock technique is a valuable 
method toward stirring up some action on con- 
temporary problems, these shocks didn't illuminate 
anything in particular except the thesis that 
marriage is a risky business and you'd better 
look over your intended pretty e before 
vou get into it.

It is the difficult task of the trained, experienced 
speech specialist. 

It is a mistake, for example, to insist that a stuttering 
child say what he has to say without stuttering and to keep 
at him in an effort to force him to speak correctly. If he 
were able to do that, do you think he would stuttér?

IT IS A MISTAKE, too, to drill a lisping child on the 
sounds he is failing to make clearly until you know why he 
is failing to do so and have ‘been advised on what to do and 
how to do it. To speak correctly a child must use his teeth, 
tongue, throat, lips and an involved mechanism of brain center 
and muscles and nerves, all of which only the trained specialist 
understands. To allow anybody else to attempt correction of 
auch speech is to double trouble. Don't do it. 

Many speech faults are passing phases that will completely
